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Lull on All China 
Fronts Reported 


Chungking, Aug. 6. 
A comparative uli_on’ all fronts 
‘and the easing up of Japanese aerial 
bombing of Chungking are about the 
only significant events in the present 
Sino-Japanese military situation. 

‘Well-Informed Chinese sources 
opine that there is unlikely to be 
‘any major fighting during the sum- 
‘mer months because of the Japanese 
fear of cholera, malaria and. other 
‘epidemics. Mf the Japanese start any 
major drive. they are expected to do 
$0 during the month of September or 
October. 

‘A report that Japanese military 
commanders in China are not in 
favour of any further penetration 
Into the interior of China is being 
‘accepted here with reserve. Chinese 
circles believe that much will depend 
upon future international devetop- 
ments, 

If Japan believes that the hands of 
Britain, the United States and Russia 
are tied by commitments elsewhere, 
Japan will probably attempt another 
major drive against Chungking. 

Chinese reports trom the Tehang| 
front say that the main body” of 
Japanese troops stationed ‘in the 
vicinity of Tehang and on the south 
‘bank of the Yangtze opposite Iehang, 
has been withdrawn. to Hankow, 
Jeaving only small units to. hold 
strategie points. 








Bombing Zased 

‘The ‘previous fear that the Japan- 
esc might attempt "to push into 
Szechuen via Patung nd Enshih, neae 
the Hupeh-Szechuen border, is now 
completely dispelled, as the Japanese 
wre not making any’ important move 
in that direction, ‘There are. repor's| 
‘of a considerable concentration of 
Japanese warships and transports in 
the vicinity of Tungting Lake, and 
also several Japanese raids have been 
made on towns on the western shore 
Of the lake, leading to the belief that 
the Japanese may attempt a drive in 
the fall on the west shore of the lake 
ito "western. “Hunan, No mayor| 
fighting, however, is expected there 
ir, the immediate’ future. 

There has been a decided easing 
up of Japanese aerial bombing. of| 
Chungking, both in the number of 
¥alds and the number of aireratt par- 
tleipating. When the Japanese start-| 
ced ‘the Intensive bombing of Chung 

‘on May 26 for the. purpose  of| 
foyings Chungking and erushing| 
the spirit of Chinese resistance,” over 
100 “Alreratt participated in. almost 
daily bombings, ‘The number some- 
Ames was as high os 160, 

‘While certain. circles dreaded the 
nossible effects of prolonged intensive! 
Japanese bombings, aviation quarters: 
predicted that Japanese bombings 
Must eventually ease, as such large 
fseale altacks are too costly for both 
Personnel and equipment, ‘Their pre- 
Aietion apparently appears accurate, 
Tor despite the good weather the 
Japanese are not resorting to daily 
bombings of Chungking. 

Bven if they raid the  war-time| 
capital, they come in much smallee 
umber than previously. - Sometimes | 
the raiders come from both Shans! | 
‘and ‘Hankow Bases to form sizeable 
attacks, while in the latest roid on

Economy on Supplies 

Another signifleant fact, according] 
to Chinese circles, is that ‘the raiders 
ne longer concenirate on the bomb- 
ing of Chungking. In recent attacks 
Japanese aircraft bombed — cities 
around Chungking, but left China's 
war-time capital alone. The Chinese 
attribute this to the faet that Japan- 
ese losses in aireratt have been 
heavy recently in raids on Chung- 
king. 

Aside trom the beliet that the 
Japanese are abandoning hope of 
‘etushing the Chinese spirit of resist- 
tance through the bombing of Chung- 
King, Chinese and foreign ciretes here 
alike attribute the present easing. of

‘The overseas Chinese department

‘The claim which has been made by  the| 
‘enemy that the onslaught upon Great Britain 
has been going on for the past six weeks is 
probably true, and what the world is seeing 
now isan intensification of air activity on 
both sides, by the Germans in order to pave 
‘the way for the long-talked-about invasion, 
‘and by the British for the purpose of disrupt- 
ing the enemy organization in the occupied 
territories and deep into Germany itself. 
‘Thus Sunday, the twenty-sixth anniversary 
‘of the commencement of the last war, saw 
increased activity on both sides, and it should 
‘occasion no surprise if in the ‘course of the 
next few weeks the fury of the struggle in~ 
ereases in an enormous crescendo, Tt has all 
along been a part of the German contention 
that the British air arm has been attacking 
non-military objectives on the Continent, 
obviously an attempt at preliminary justi- 
fication of what the Germans themselves con 
template and are In fact doing. There is all 
the evidence necessary to show that while 
the German airmen do attack military objec~ 
tives in Britain, they are not doing so ex~ 
clusively, and the fact that they are striking 
‘as far west as Wales, where so many children 
have been sent from’ the evacuated areas, and 
the additional fact that they are not ‘con~ 
centrating their energies against proper ob 
Jectives, suggests that the transference of 
the youngsters to Wales and the west of 
England has given the enemy the usual evil 
inspiration. It has to be emphasized that the 
Germans are dropping thelr hombs complete- 
ly. regardless of the targets they try to 
strike, In the very earliest days of the war 
ombs were dropped on the Orkneys well 
away from any military or naval objective, 
causing the first civilian casualty. On Sun= 
day one German ralder is reported to have 
Avopped bombs on farms in south-east Scot~| 
Jand, fortunately doing little damage. On 
Saturday another enemy machine dropped 
missiles in Scotland on open country, for| 
what purpose it is more than a Tittle dimeult 
to understand. It fs to be expected that as! 
the struggle continues more and more of! 
this sort of practice will be resorted to, for| 
the German high command still has enormous 
faith in the psychological value of the aero- 
plane as a means of spreading terror. 

One of the most important points to be} 
noted in connection with this phase of the| 
struggle is the frankness of the British official 
statements on these raids. For reasons which 
must be quite clear the various localities at~ 
tucked have not been stated, byt thece is 0. 
attempt to hide the fact that the German. 
machines are doing damage, and are causing 
ensualties, ‘There docs nt oppear to be any 
attempt to minimize the damage which the| 
enemy has inflicted, ond it is to be believed 
that the British Government will continue 
to follow a policy which in the cireumstances. 
is the only wise one, On the other hand it 
is impossible for the British Government to 
give detailed accounts of the destruction. 
‘which is being inflicted upon the Germans, 
especially in the north-west, the industrial 
centre from which so much war material is 
derived. But the ovidence is slowly ac~ 
cumulating from other sourees to show that 
the RAF, has been doing excellent work 
against the enemy, and inflicting harm upon 
him in a manner best calculated to hamper 
his preparations for the expected invasion of 
the British Isles. ‘The RAP, has a much 
ureater task than have the Germans. While 
the latter are able to concentrate on a com- 
paratively sinall objective-—the British Isles, 
=the former have to maintain. unceasing 
vigilance over a coastline stretching from 
Spain in the south to the most northern part| 
of Norway. ‘Thousands of miles have to be 
constantly patrolled in order to ensure that 
the Germans shall not be able to effect a 
surprise concentration for an onslaught on 
Great Britain. In addition to this day and 
night air-raids are being conducted against 
the enemy wherever he may be found, and 
i is clear that the RAF. has been putting 
in some very deadly woik, as witness the 
Jalest reports concerning. the state of Ham- 
burg. z 

Tt would seem that in the circumstances 
Mr. Churchill's warning that Britons should 
not relax their vigilance was not wholly 
necessary. ‘The Germans by increasing their 

ies ensure that the British troops and 





























auxiliaries shall be always on the qui vive. 
Had there been a sudden lull, continued for 
some time, relaxation might have occurred, 
though the suspicions which would then be 
‘aroused might completely have offset that. 
On the other hand the Prime Minister may 
hhave been actuated by a desire to make sure 
that the stories said to have been put about 
by the enemy suggesting a change of plan 
‘would not ensure the atmosphere which it 
was apparently sought to create. ‘That does 
not mean that the enemy has given up all 
idea of resorting to a blockade, if the long 
‘expected Blitzkrieg fails to materialize, or to| 
obtain the expected results. ‘The chances are 
that Hitler will override the advice which 
it is reported has been given him against the 
plans which he holds so dear, and endeavour 
by use of his air arm to bring about Bri- 
tain's capitulation. ‘The growing danger of| 
famine striking the whole of Europe should 
force him in that direction, and it may be 
that, when his Blitzkrieg has failed, he will 
endeavour to resort to that war of attrition of 
which the “Giornale d'Italia” so glibly speaks. 
But an air fore thoroughly well defeated in 
‘an attempt on Britain, is not likely to be of: 
much value in maintaining such a blockade, 
while the RAP, would be in a better posi- 
tion than even it is now to deal with such 
a menace. Yet before any such decision is 
reached the fact must be faced that Britons 
in the United Kingdom, and perhaps in Eire 
itself —for its neutrality will last just as long 
as Hitler dems fit—will have to pass 
through many anxious days and even weeks. 
Fortunately the moral of the people is good. 
‘They are determined to suffer all things un- 
tit victory is assured, and they realize that| 
it is only by enduring to the bitter end that 
they will successfully emerge from thelr’ 
troubles. Hitler may think that the last 
hour of act has arrived : the British are de- 
termined that as far as they are concerned 
this war is just about beginning. 











THE LAST LAP 
Aug. 3. 

The fact that the Voluntary War Contrl- 
bution Fund list published elsewhere in this 
Issue has reached to within £7,000 of the| 
required Arst £50,000 should lead to no| 
slackening of the endeavour to secure the 
stipulated immediate contribution. The re~ 
sult is good, but it will have to be better. It 
will be a great thing to be able to announce 
that as a result of the Ambassador's appeal 
the amount first wanted as an immediate: gift 
hhas been sent home to the Government as 
n expression of the loyalty of the British 
fommunity in China to the ideals for which 
the Empire is fighting. Not only that but it 
will be a gratifying thought to all Britons 
who have contributed to know that by their 
efforts, aeroplanes which will be peculiarly | 
thelr own, flown it is to be hoped by China 
boys, will’ in fact be their representatives in| 
this ‘great struggle, and that they, so distant! 
from the scene of action will in fact be 
doing their bit to hit back. But that know= 
ledge will have to be shared by every Briton 
in Shanghai if it is to be of real psychological 
worth, Unless the final list, which it is| 
believed will be published as shortly after 
August 15 as possible, contains a contribu 
tion from every Briton able to do so, the 
response to the appeal will not be wholly 
satisfactory. 

It is not only a question of the amount 
given. In the lists of the fund sponsored | 
for similar purposes by the “Straits ‘Times" 
in Singapore there appeared such humble 
gifts as fifty cents from Tamils, and other| 
lowly people ready to contribute their little| 
bit towards the common victory. Here in 
Shanghai there should be no shyness over 
coming forward because the gift may appear 
insignificant ‘compared with others which 
have been made. It cannot be too strongly 
emphasized that, while money counts, and 
every dollar that can be got is wanted, the| 
knowledge that everyone has done his or 
her bit, and that there is a complete unanim- 
ily of purpose prevailing throughout the| 
‘community is also of the greatest importanee. 
‘That importance lies in the fact that the 
British community will be giving a splendid 
demonstration that what other less favoured 
people can secure only by a rigid, soulless: 
discipline, can just as surely be obtained by 
the voluntary discipline of a free people. 
‘That is why it is important that the £50,000 
should be secured by August 15. Tt has 
Indeed been already reached because of the 
munificent gift of Sir Victor Sassoon, though 
the showing will be all the better when the 
Britons of Shanghai can show that they can 
put up the required amount by their own 
unaided effort 


But the effort must not stay there. It is 
imperative that every month every loyal 
Briton shall contribute whatever he is able| 
to assist the Empire to that victory which 
shall be hers. It is the duty of every onc] 
of them to ask himself or herself: “Have T 
really given as much as I could? “Are there 
no other sacrifices T’eould make for the 
‘common cause?” Until those questions can’ 
be answered as they suggest they should be, 
duty has ‘not been done. There is no sacri 
fice which can be made in Shanghai which 
can in any way equal that which the men| 
who are actually fighting, and every man, 


























who-may have to ex- 
perience the fury of the enemy are even now 


making. Some will undoubtedly suffer} 
death, many perhaps mutilation and pain, 
all of them probably fear. ‘These things 
have mercifully been spared Britons in 
Shanghai, for their lot has been cast in a 
more comfortable place. They have the 
privilege of showing their gratitude for or 
resentment of that fact by contributing out of 
their ease to help the world recover from 
the madness which the enemy seeks to im- 
ose upon it, and it will rest ill upon the 
conscience of anyone who in the days to 
‘come cannot say to himself or herself “I did 
everything T could to pull my weight.” So 
in the next seven days £7,000 more will be 
wanted. It cannot be believed that it will not 
be raised. It is not a great sum after all, 
and a community which has already put up 
over two and a half millions of dollars can 
surely find the extra half a million. 











ITALIANS IN AFRICA 
Aug. 8. 

‘The news that Italian forces are moving 
‘against British Somaliland was not unexpect- 
ed. It was anticipated ever since Italy 
entered the war that sooner or later she: 
would open campaigns against British 
possessions in Northern Africa, and to a 
very great extent she benefits from the fact 
that France is no longer in the struggle. 
While exchanges along the Libyan frontier 
have proved advantageous to the British, it 
should be noted that the full strengths’ of 
the opponents have not yet been matched 
against each other, and that what has been 
taking place has been more in the nature 
of outpost actions, rather than a general 
‘engagement. It is possible to obtain a clearer: 
view of what is happening in Somaliland. 
Though it is noted that French Somaliland 
is out of the picture, the Italians appear to 
have refrained from’ moving against the 
British from that area, and have chosen to 
strike across the Abyssinian border.’ Thus 
three columns are moving, one towards Od- 
‘weina, the second towards Hargeisa, and the| 
third from Jire towards Garagara, ‘the ulti- 
mate objectives being the ports on the Gulf 
of Aden, such as Berbera and Zeila. No| 
indications are available at present as to 
the strength of the enemy, but it is believed 
that even if the British troops are numerical 
ly inferior, their quality Is such as to ensure 
that the Italians will meet with the fiercest 
resistance. 

The scheme adopted by the Italians sug~ 
gests that they are confident of being able 
to control those parts of Abyssinia which 
they succeeded in subjugating, but as there 
is still a considerable portion of the coun- 
‘try which they never conquered, the chances. 
of their rear being endangered by the risings 
of recalcitrant chieftains is not one which 
‘can lightly be ignored. From the south of 
Italian Somaliland come reports indicating 
that the Italians have been massing forces| 
in the Bardera district for an attack upon 
Kenya. It is interesting and important to 
note in this connection that some time ago 
it was reported that the Italians operating’ 
‘out of Abyssinia had reached Moyale, and 
fan endeavour was made to magnify this into 
fan imposing success. It was nothing of the 
sort, for the British troops merely retreated 
from an outpost where there was insufficient. 
‘water supply to maintain reinforcements 
which were necessary if the place were to 
be held. Up to the present there has been 
no serious attack on Kenya, and judging 
from the latest reports to hand the Ttalians 
have not yet completed their preparations 
for making one. Much will probably depend 
upon the degree of success met with in the 
invasion of British Somaliland, and it may 
prove to be the case that they may be called 
upon to assist the Italian columns invading 
British Somaliland from the north of Italian 
Somaliland as well as from Abyssinia. 

Reports from Cairo suggest that the 
British fleet at Alexandria has detached. 
units to patrol the coastline near the 
Cyrenaica-Egyptian frontier, in anticipation 
of an Italian drive along the highway which 
runs parallel to it into Egypt. If that does 
eventuate it will mean that the Italians 
have embarked upon a general engagement 
through northern ‘and north-eastern Africa. 
‘The task which the British troops will have | 
to face has been increased by the fact that 
French troops to operate against Libya from 
Tunisia are no longer available, and that the 
Italians have no longer to consider having. 
to protect their rear. Nevertheless the 
‘engagements which have taken place up to 
the present in no way justify any fear that 
the British will not be able to deal effective- 
ly with the enemy. ‘The enemy might be 
able to maintain precarious lines of com- 
‘munication across the Mediterranean, but the 
Italians operating out of Abyssinia are left 
entirely to their own devices, without any 
prospect’ of receiving supplies, and with the 
knowledge that their offensive can only last 
as long as their present material holds out. 
It is to be assumed that the Italians have’ 
been amassing considerable reserves of war’ 
material in. Eritrea, Abyssinia and Talian 
Somaliland, but as long as the British control 
the seas, as they do, the chances of re- 
placement are decidedly small, The future 
in Africa can be awaited with complete con- 
fidence, fur Great Britain long ago made all 























TEMPTING BAIT 


Aug. 9. 

‘Two of the most singular stories in con- 
nection with the war emanate from the 
United States, and while there may be some 
doubt as to their actual veracity, they are 
not by any means improbable. ‘The fitst is 
that Germany, Italy, Japan and Russia have 
a working agreement providing for the 
division of the spoils in the event of Great 
Britain ané China being defeated. It is ap~ 
parent that the Axis Powers have been doing 
a great deal of wishful thinking, and indeed 
counting their chickens before they are 
hatched. Japan, according to these reports, 
would be assured a hegemony over the Far 
East; Russia would have Afghanistan and 
India ; Germany would have the western con~ 
tinent' including Seandinavia, Central Europe, 
and northern Spain; and Italy. would inherit 
Turkey and north Africa ; Southern Africa 
would be divided between Italy and Germany, 
Maly controlling the Mediterranean, Hitler the 
Atlantic, and Japan the Pacific. It is all 
apparently to be just as simple as that, But 
great deal will have to happen before any- 
thing of the nature occurs, for Great Britain 
is certainly not defeated yet, and there is 
every reason to believe that she will not be. 
The only comment necessary seems to be 
that if the leaders of the Axis Powers really 
do think along such lines, there is no parti~ 
cular harm in their doing so, though they 
‘will be brought soon enough to a realization 
that there is a very wide gap between think= 
ing and acting. 

‘The second story is even more interesting. 
A writer to the “Washington Post” declares 
that the German Ambassador to Tokyo, 
General Eugen Ott twice called upon Prince 
Konoye, before he took office, and demanded 
the appointment of General Oshima, former 
Japanese Ambassador to Germany, as Foreign 
Minister, and the elimination of’ all liberal 
elements from the Japanese Cabinet, the 
quid pro quo being “Axis help in securing, 
control over the Netherlands East Indies. 
General Oshima did not receive the suggested 
appointment, While there is nothing avail 
‘able to confirm this story, it should be pointed 
out that it is by no means unlikely. The 
German influence in Japan has grown re= 
markably of Jate, and there is not the slight= 
est doubt that Germany is making a strong 
bid to obtain the active intervention of Japan 
in this war. Tt may be asked why this should 
bbe the case, and the answer, very patently, 
is that Hitler fully realizes the defeat he is 
faced with, and is prepared to make all sorts 
of promises to those he may be able to per= 
suade to assist him in his present predica- 
ment, ‘The world fully realizes exactly what 
worth is {0 be attached to his promises and 
those nations likely to be indueed to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire for him should 
realize that there is not {he slightest likelihood 
of those promises being fulfilled. 

‘The notorious bad faith of Hitler venders 
it more than likely that those who stand by 
‘him would, in the event of his proving sue- 
cessful in this present struggle, find them- 
selves completely betrayed when he con- 
sidered himself strong enough to do so. ‘The 
fact is that Germany Is in no condition to 
give Japan any assistance in the Far East. 
Nor is Italy. They have both more than they 
can conveniently handle at the present time, 
and the Japanese would do well to remember 
that fact. If the report in the “Washington 
Post” is correct it should give the Japanese 
furiously to think, for a more direet interven- 
tion in the domestic affairs of a friendly 
nation it is diMeult to conecive. ‘The point 
is well made that should Germany emerge 
victorious from this war, which she will not, 
the Japanese could expect as little freedom 
fas any other country in the new world order 
which Hitler is endeavouring to create, Tt 
must not be forgotten that a German 
hegemony over Europe is but the first step 
towards the fulfilment of the grandiose 
ambitions which Hitler socks to gratify. He 
desires nothing Jess than the subjection of 
the whole world to Germany, and that in= 
cludes Japan, just as much as it does. the 
United States. ‘The division of the world as 
suggested above, would be economically ui 
sound, even from a German point of view for 
it would place sources of essential supplies 
completely under Japanese control, stich as 
indiarubber, tin and the like. Nor, for the 
same reason would Germany long encourage 
Japanese expansion in the Far East, and the 
only conclusion is that Germany is indulging 
in a lot of fair promises for the purpose of 
catching gulls. 




















BRITISH ECONOMICS 


Aug. 9. 
‘The complete frankness with which the 
members of the British Cabinet deal with 
the various phases of the present situation 
in addressing the House.of Commons has 
been demonstrated by Mr. Arthur 
Greenwood, Minister without Portfolio, in 
initiating a’ discussion on economic organiza- 
mn. It is, for example, highly significant 
when a Minister says “War of this kind and 
complexity, invoiving the whole population, 
calls for economic organization on a scale 

















necessary dispositions to meet the situation 
which is apparently now developing. 
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unknown in the past, and, Tam prepared 10 
admit, not yet fully-zichieved in the present.” 
Such ‘an admission, confessing that further 
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progress has to be made before the Bri 
economic situation has been fully developed 
to meet the exigences of war, must prove 
satisfactory to all Britons as evidence that 
they are being taken as fully as possible into 
the confidence of the Government, save where 
military necessity demands the fullest prud~ 
ence. “Tt must always be borne in mind that 
Germany has-been on a war footing for five 
years past, and that when she embarked upon 
this war there was no need whatever to 
change over from a system of peace econo 
mies to those of war. 

She had, therefore, an initial advantage in 
this respect, and it ‘serves to place the re- 
sponsibility ‘for this struggle exactly where 
it belongs, for obviously Hitler was condi- 

ing his people for the war which he 
contemplated all along. But despite all his 
endeavours he will be unable to escape the 
inevitable fate, which the pressure Britain is 
applying through the blockade ensures. » The 
inch will come sooner or later, possibly 
Sooner than some people, especially the Ger= 
mans, appear to believe, and it will be then 
for the world to sce how well the German 
people will be able to stand up under: it. 
Five years of war economy, and thé prospect 
of a long war ahead cannot be particularly 
comforting to the Germans who realize how 
hollow their successes have been up to the 
present. These have brought them no more 
butter, but rather the need for more guns 
and the sacrifices necessitated by’ providing 
them, Great Britain on the other hand has 
not yet reached the peak of her war effort. 
It is not so closely set about as is Germany. 
‘The resources of the whole world are at her 
Gisposal for the purchasing and fetching. Of 
all that the bloated Reich is completely de- 
prived, except what small assistance it may 
bbe able to secure from the Balkans and Rus- 
sia, The latter has proved a dismal disap- 
pointment to Hitler, and the thin trickle 
of goods which Germany does obtain is in 
no way sufficient to repair the enormous! 
wastage which the demands of totalitarian 
war necessarily create, 

Nevertheless there is great wisdom in so 
adapting the resources of the country as 
to enable them to be devoted solely to 
the important task of winning this war. 
‘That involves a complete reconsideration of 
the normal peace-time policies with regard 
to the country’s trade. Imports have to 
be veduced to a minimum, while exports have 
to be encouraged as much as possible in 
order to obtain the necessary exchange with 
which to continue financing the struggle. 
Henee the gradual change over in the employ- 
‘ment of labour in Great Britain and the in- 
ereased devotion of attention to the produc 
tion of goods essential to the export trade. 
Early in the year the “Economist” declared 
that Britain was caught in a crisis of produc~ 
tion, and to have got as far as it could under 
the ‘existing system. Since then there has 
been a decided change and the mobilization 
of the nation's resources in men and material 
has proceeded at what is now considered a 
satisfactory pace. ‘There is still much to be 
Gone. ‘The will to do it is there, and, under 
the ‘energetic leadership of the present 
Cabinet, it is expected that there will be no 
stint in’ the provision of those things which 
fare necessary for the prosecution of the war. 
‘The manner in which the British have re- 
sponded to the heavy taxation laid upon them, 
and the appeals of the Government for sul 
scriptions to the various war loans clearly 
demonstrate that Britons are wholly behind 
their Government in the determination that 
the struggle shall continue until the enemy 
has been defeated, and justice again restored 
to the world. 





























THE THREATENED FAMINE 


Aug: 10, 
11 is remarkable how the Swedish news- 
papers have been permitted to be so frank in 
their criticism of Germany, without the 
government of that country having put suc~ 
cessful pressure upon the Swedish Govern- 
ment to change the tone of its Press, Thus 
in a most sarcastic article the “Goteborys 
Handels Tidningen” writes “As a result of 
the Third Reich war machine, every single 
country now in German occupation is threa- 
ened with want, where before existed many 
cases of surplus over its own needs. 
‘This first acquaintance with the new Europe 
makes its propaganda and its ordered ‘de- 
lights’ rather meaningless. Hungry men do 
desperate deeds. Technically it is easy to 
mow down men’ with machine-guns, bul the 
blood-soaked ground will produce a terrible 
‘vest of hate." Despite endeavours of the 
German propaganda machine to explain it 
way, it is a fact that the harvests in Europe 
this year are much below those of previous 
years. It is stated that Rumania's harvest 
is so poor that she will have no surplus for 
export, ‘Those countries which have felt 
the full force of the war are also below the 
average of production, not only because of 
the areas which have been over-run, 
but also because of the diversion of large 
numbers of men from agriculture to the 
sterner business of war. It is because of this 
that the French protest over the stoppage of 
the importation of wheat from the western 
hemisphere has added point. 
But the Germans appear to have got their 
propaganda all wrong. If it is true, as they 














‘claim, that this year's harvest is sufficient to 
see Europe through to next spring, and that 
they hold the large reserves they claim to 
possess, there should be no danger of famine. 
But the German claims have to be taken 
with more than a grain of salt. Accepting 
then to be true for the purposes of this 
‘argument, then it will follow that if indeed 
famine does strike the occupied countries of 
Europe it will be due, as it is claimed in 
London, to Nazi incompetence. It will be 
remembered that Hitler in his specch of July 
19, before the Reichstag, said the Nazi sup- 
lies of food were “limitless.” ‘Thus Hitler, 
and the German propagandists are definitely 
establishing their responsibility for the catas- 
trophe which neutral observers find threatens. 
Europe this winter. This is made all the 
clearer when it is remembered that the 
German official wireless stated on June 27 
that while a plan for the relief of France, 
Belgium and the Netherlands was doubtless 
“worthy of commendation,” the German 
authorities themselves had taken all neces- 
sary steps to ensure the feeding of these: 
peoples. 

Statements such as these contrast strong- 
ly with allegations made by Mr. John 
Cudahy, former U.S, Ambassador to Bel- 
gium, who says that by the end of Septemn- 
ber that country will be facing famine condi- 
tions. If that proves to be the case, and 
there is every reason to fear that it will be, 
then the German authorities are busy in the 
most wantonly callous piece of arrogant 
bluffing in which they have indulged during 
this war. But British authoritative circles 
put the whole matter in an entirely different 
light. Germany, they say, entered the war 
with a reserve ‘supply of 7,000,000 tons of 
grain. Her invasion of neighbouring coun- 
tries, it is reported, has increased that figure 
to nearly 10,000,000 tons and to that has to 
be added the present harvest. It is contended 
that in view of these figures should famine 
‘occur in Belgium or other occupied territories 
it will be entirely duc {0 the inability of the 
Nazi machine to cope with a situation of its 
‘own creation. That hardly carries the mat- 
ter far enough, for, while conceding the pos- 
sibility of Nazi incompetence, might not a 
famine arise from the utter’ mercilessness 
which has characterized the Nazis all along ? 
People who have so recklessly sent so many 
hundreds of thousands of innocent people to 
their deaths, who use murder as thelr prin- 
cipal political weapon, are not likely to be 
influenced much by the possibility of the 
peoples they have suppressed dying of 
starvation. For them it might be the 
most convenient method of securing that 
Lebensraum of which they so glibly talk. 

















WAR OF ATTRITION 
Aug. 10. 

‘The fact that the Ialians were able to 
occupy Zeila and Hargeisa so quickly after 
the opening of their attack on British Somali- 
land is merely indicative of the decision of 
the British command that the immediate 
boundaries of the colony were not the best 
‘adapted for defence. Consequently, when 
the enemy commenced their advance, the 
British fought a delaying action, inflicting. 
considerable loss on them, and escaping with 
little damage. It seems’ as if the British 
forees will not seek to contest the Italian in- 
vasion until the high lands around Berbera, 
Some 150 miles from Zeila, are reached, for 
it ig reported that the terrain there is far 
more suitable for defensive fighting, and that 
there the numerically inferior forces of the 
British, though very superior in other direc~ 
tions, Will be able to hold and defeat the 
enemy. It has been pointed out that it 
would not have been sound tactics to have 
engaged the enemy along the British Somali 
land border, and it is a good argument that, 
throughout the war area in Africa, Britain’ 
‘object is not the occupation of territory, but 
the defeat of the enemy's forces which can- 
not be casily reinforced. It, therefore, docs 
not matter where the ultimate defeat of the 
‘enemy takes place so long as it occurs. Ob- 
viously in such conditions as prevail in 
northern Afriea the longer the enemy is ob 
iged to make his lines of communication, the 
belter for the British, who will take their: 
own time in deciding’ when to take up the 
counter-offensive, 

In such a war of attrition, as that in 
northern Africa must be, neither men nor 
materials can easily be replaced, and in the 

ireumstanees losses in personnel and m: 
chines count infinitely more than any ad~ 
vance or withdrawal. If that is true from 
the British point of view it is equally so from 
that of the Malians. They are” not 
‘so good a position when it comes 
the maintenance of their troops in Somali 
land or Libya, for while the British fleet 
undoubtedly controls the Mediterranean, a 
fact which the Malian Navy has not yet 
Sought to challenge, Italian troops in Libya. 
fare practically cut off from their home bases 























viees as are those in Ethiopia who cannot 
reinforcements in men and 
the wastage that fighting 





must inevitably entail. Hence the war of 
attrition. ‘The Italians are obliged to fight 
th whatever material they may have ac- 














cumulated on the spot. It must be taken for 
granted that the reserves which the Italians 





have been building up are substantial, but| 
the greater the Ialian effort the greater will 
be the rate at which those reserves will be 
dissipated. 

‘The British on the other hand, with sea 
ines, no matter how lengthy they may be, 
‘open to all theatres of war. are in a position 
to maintain and if necessary reinforee their 
troops in the ficld. ‘Thus Somaliland can be 
effectively supplied from India, witlout the 
slightest danger of the enemy being able 10 
prevent it. So also can Egypt, while should 
the necessity arise the British forces 
Palestine can be transferred to Egypt with 
minimum amount of inconvenience. In the 
circumstances the decision which has ap} 
cently been reached so far as the threatened. 
invasion from Lybia js concerned is a wise 
fone. There is no reason why the British 
forces should seek to negotiate the Lybian 
desert to try conclusions with the Italian 
forces, but every reason why they should re~ 
‘main in thelr present positions and await the 
onslaught of the enemy. It remains 10 be 
seen in what manner the forces of South 
‘Africa will be utilized against the enemy. 
‘That they can be used is apparent from the. 
‘most casual glance at the map, and the de- 
fence of Kenya should represent no more 
difficulties than it is believed Somaliland to. 
possess. It is when all these factors are 
taken into consideration that the occupation. 
of Zeila and Hargeisa falls into its proper 
perspective. Nothing would be more danger- 
‘ous than to underestimate the strength ‘of the 
enemy, but the Ialians will have had to 
undergo a remarkable change during the past 
twenty-five years, if their fighting abilities 
have improved so much as to constitute a 
Jreat danger to the determined men con- 
‘stituting the forces opposed to them. 























COMING DEPARTURES 
Aug. 12. 


‘When, in 1927, Great Britain, in common 
with the other Powers, sent large forces to 
Shanghai to protect it against the Communists 
‘who threatened to over-run the foreign areas, 
it was never contemplated that they would. 
ve kept here permanently. ‘That is clearly 
shown by the failure of the British Govern= 
ment to erect permanent barracks, and ad- 
herence 0 the policy of carrying on with 
temporary accommodation. When conditions 
approached normal there was seen a steady 
reduction of the troops forming the British 
part of the Shanghai Defence Force, until in 
1936 the garrison consisted of one battalion and 
some details. With the outbreak of hostilities 
around Shanghai that force vas increased 
immediately by two battalions from Hen 
kong. Following the policy of Keeping no 
‘more British troops here than was necessary 
there subsequently followed a reduction to 
two battalions. Whitehall has decided to 
withdraw them from Shanghai. It is, in the 
light of all the circumstances, not ‘only a 
thoroughly wise decision, but wholly in 
keeping with the policy which the British 
Government has consistently followed. It 
would not be true to say that conditions in 
Shanghai have completely returned to normal 
but it is clear that the threat, which origin« 
ally necessitated the depatch’ of substantial 
British forces to Shanghai, has largely dis~ 
appeared. The port docs not face the same 
dangers that it did in 1927, 


It is important that these facts should be 
remembered in view of the captious criticism 
which has been indulged in on the one hand, 
and the unnecessary jubilation which has. 
been displayed on the other. With regard 
to the former the two battalions at present in 
Shanghai would be insignificant in size com- 
pared with the forces which could be thrown 
against the city,—a most unlikely eventuality. 
By reason of their size they may not be of 
great value here, but elsewhere might prove 
a valuable addition to other British forces. 
In addition it may also be pointed out that 
itvcan be no part of British policy in condi- 
tions such as at present prevail 10 continue 
to dissipate British forees all over the world 
to protect interests which are comparatively 
infinitesimal in the light of the much greater 
stakes threatened in other parts of the world. 
‘That the departure of the battalions will 
throw additional burdens upon the re= 
mainder of those who are entrusted with the 
defence of Shanghai must be admitted, 
though it cannot be agreed for one moment 
that that fact justifies the criticisms which 
have been levelled against the British Gov 














‘ernment on that score. Nor is there any real 5 





ground for the jubilation which has been 
isplayed in some quarters. ‘That a demand 
was made for the withdrawal of these troops 
may readily be agreed, but it is apparent 
that such a demand had but little effect 
upon what has clearly been shown to have 
been the policy of the British Government 
all along. 

So after a period of thirteen years the 
British section of the Shanghai Defence Force 
will sever its connection with the port. It 
goes without saying that their departure will 
be a matter for considerable regret to the 
British community which has been proud of 
the manner in which the military sons of the 
Empire have conducted themselves during 
their long stay here. They will leave behind 
them the bodies of some of their fellows who. 




















have just as completely given their lives for 
their country as those other eallont men 
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who have but recently done so in the heat of 
terrific battle. They will also leave a 
splendid memory of fine soldiers, and brave 
gentlemen who carried out their duties under 
all conditions in keeping with the wonderful 
traditions of the various regiments to which 
they belong. It has been known that many 
‘of the men who will shortly be leaving have 
chafed under the knowledge that they were 
taking no active part in the European war. 
Nothing could be more natural than that they 
should be wishing to get at the enemy, and 
the possibilities are that the change which 
is being brought about will eventually give 
them that opportunity. ‘That is something for 
which it is known they hope, and in wishing 
them Godspeed and good luck, this journal 
considers it a very high privilege indeed to 
be able to assure them that they carry away 
with them the admiration, and affection of 
the community they, and their fellows have 
served so well, 











CLAIMS AND ADMISSIONS

It is only those, who have the opportunity 
of reading the German propaganda in full, 
who can really form an idea of the lengths 
to which Goebbels’ prevaricators will go in the 
hope of persuading the German people, who 
have no other source of information, that all 

for the best in the best of worlds.’ Yester- 
ay in a supplement to the German Army's 
usual communiqué, reference was made to 
reconnaissance flights by German aeroplanes 
in which it is claimed attacks were made 
against Neweastle, Sheerness, Chatham, 
Rochester, and Faversham, alleging that much 
destruction was done. After that the com- 
munigué goes on to state that since the com- 
mencement of hostilities, German anti-aireraft 
guns have brought down 1,500 enemy ’planes, 
while anti-aireraft units of the Army and 
Navy accounted for a further 500, bringing 
the total to 2,000 enemy aircraft ‘destroyed 
since the beginning of the war. ‘Tacked on 
to an account of air-raids over Britain, the 
suggestion is obviously that that number of 
British aircraft was destroyed, and as the 
figures apparently do not include those alleged 
to have been shot down by German acro- 
planes, it is clear that the ingenious writers 
of the supplement are seeking to convey the 
impression that some thousands of British 
machines have been destroyed, a ridiculous 
statement, for if it were true it would be 
absolutely impossible for the British air force 
to have reduced military objectives in north 
‘western Germany to the mass of ruins they 
are at present. ‘The fact is that British air~ 
craft over Germany have not yet met with 
the resistance that was to be expected. 


Dealing with British raids over Germany 
and German occupied territory, according to 
the “Westdeutscher | Beobachter,” British 
aeroplanes dropping bombs over Duron did 
not cause any damage ; over Bonn and Juelich 
numerous missiles were dropped causing only 
slight damage ; near Seternich some damage 
was done to a number of buildings. In a 
meadow near Duewiss bombs killed two colts 
and seriously, wounded a cow. Others fell 
info a brickyard. In Geildnekirchen only 
minor damage was caused in some fields, 
while bombs dropped at Spich, Katzenbroieh 
and Koenigshaven without causing any harm, 
All mention of the other places which the 
British raiders visited in the course of the 
period under review by the German lie 
factory is conveniently omitted.

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A NEW DICTATOR 
Aug. 13. 
Probably the most sensational happening 
of late in the Far East is the act of the 
Philippines National Assembly passing the 
Emergency Defence Bill by 62 votes to one, 
ndowing Senor Manuel Quezon with 
dictatorial powers. Needless to say this action 
hus profoundly shocked public opinion in 
the United States, though it is still too. carly 
to ascertain what are likely to be the ultimate 
wepercussions. ‘This astonishing act of the 
Filipino legislature has robbed every Filipino 
of those rights which were assured to him 
when the United States wrested the Islands 
and even though Senor Quezon 
plate no more than a benevolent 
tyranny, it has to be remembered that most 
of the present tyrannies started off with that 
idea only to degenerate into systems of 
































suspending for the duration of the war con- 
stitutional rights, which are the very life 
blood of the democratic ideal. That action 
was justified by the circumstances prevail- 
ing, but it eannot by any stretch of imagina 
tion be said that any such conditions are at 
present to be found in the Philippines. The 
[only impression to be formed is that Senor 
Quezon, despite some criticism, has sueceeded 
in. stampeding the National ‘Assembly into 
taking ‘aetion which the Filipines may have 
every reason ultimately to regret. 

‘Senor Quezon advances the usual thread~ 
bare arguments in favour of the abolition 
of the party system, and the eradication of 
‘opposition to the government. His declaration 
that the systesn operates against efficiency in 
government may have something to be said 
for it, for democracies are shown to be slower 
than’ autoeracies. But against this the 
example of Germany, where the Nazi leaders 
hhave accumulated vast fortunes, by methods 
which will not bear any close serutiny, proves 
that the one party system is in itself calculat- 
ed to foster all-those abuses which would 
never occur in a political system where 
freedom of criticism prevailed. If | Senor 
‘Quezon by his action hopes to establish ade~ 
quate defences against the potential menaces 
Which threaten the Philippines, he is likely 
to be grievously disappoiited. ‘His nationals 
are completely unable to stand on their own 
feet or resist any such designs as may be 
levellel ogainst their independence. For this 
negation of the very freedoms for which the 
United States stand cannot but serve to 
alienate whatever sympathy wus felt for the 
Filipinos, and possibly lead to a revision of 
United States’ opinion concerning the desira~ 
bility. of assisting in the defence of the 
Islands. 

If ever that came about Senor Quezon 
would have proved to have committed the 
Bravest offence against the safety of his own 
countrymen, and to have paved the way for 
their subjection to another Power. The forces 
of the United States are vitally necessary to 
the Philippines if the latter are to gain and 
maintain their independence, for there is no 
gainsaying the fact that without such assist- 
ance the Filipinos could not hope to save 
themselves from falling beneath the domina~ 
tion of an outside Power. ‘That Senor 
Quezon has shown himself an adroit politi- 
cian the history of the Filipino independence 
movement clearly shows, but there is nothing 
{o indicate that the mental and moral stature 
of the man qualifies him to undertake the 
heavy. responsibilities which he has shown 
himself so eager to assume. The powers which 
have been conferred upon him are indeed 
extensive, and only the United States’ High 
Commissioner stands between him and com- 
plete dictatorship. But the Commissioner's 
power to prevent Senor Quezon from assum= 
{ing control of coconut ofl excise tax rebates 
is just about as far as he is able to go. Much 
will, therefore, depend upon the line of action 
Senor Quezon follows in the next few months, 
and for the present all that can be said is 
that while he appears to have strengthened 
his personal position vis-i-vis of his own 
people, there is a very grave danger that he 
hhas weakened their position in the light of all 
that might happen to them in the future.

U.S. Destroyers 


General Pershing's plea that the United States: 
should sell 50 over-age destroyers to Great 
Britain has brought the matter of further aid 
to the Iaticr fairly and squarely before the 
American public, for a man of the Generals: 
standing. his personal disinterestedness, ex- 
perience and training, makes him someone who, 
cannot be lightly ignored, The “Washington 
Star” expresses the-hope that the Administra- 
tion will not hesitate fo submit to Congress a 
conerete proposal designed to carry out his. 
Fecommendation. There can be 1: aoubt that. 
Atty destroyers would make a very useful 
addition indeed to ‘the strength of the British. 
Navy, for not only would there be the numerl- 
cal addition on the one hand, but on the other 
it would berate units of the British fleet for 
work which can only be undertaken by newer 
and swifter eraft, It iy declared that President 
‘Roosevelt is heartily in favour of the scheme, 
but feels that he should have the support of 
the Republicans. As indeed there is compara- 
tively little difference between the Democratic 
‘and the Republican attitudes towards the ques- 
tions arising out of the war, it should not be 
dificult to come to some agreement between 
the two parliey which should enable the neces- 
sary legislation to pass through Congress with 
fa minimum waste of time. Anything which 
goes fo increase Britain's sea-power is to be. 
welcomed at such a juncture as this. The ex- 
perience gained during this war already clearly’ 
demonstrates that command of the seay {s still 
a vital matler to any country at war, and the 
greater the force at Britain's disposal ‘the more 
efficient can the blockade of practically the 
whole of Europe be made, What is of equal 
importance are the signs of the growing con- 
vietion inthe United States that Britain is the 
fone remaining bastion of democracy in Europe, 
land that the forces which threaten her, threaten 
‘also the United States. Tt has been a slow 
growth, but, probably, all the better for that, 
‘and so’ Jong as the United States are prepared 
to supply Britain with the materials to outlast 
Germany, the result of the struggle will at no. 
ime be in doubt, 





A German Taradiddle 


The increase in the number of unemployed 
in Great Britain by 00,431, bringing the total 
now to 827,000 was foreshadowed by Mr. Ernest 
Bevin, Minister of Labour, recently as a likely 
temporary effect of the Government's plan to 
decrease home consumption and to concentrate 
displaced labour on the production of essential 
goods. The transfer of workers {rom non-cssen- 
{ial to essential production must necessarily 
fake some time, but every effort is being made 
to arrange for ‘the absorption of the displaced 
workers in munition making and production 
for export. The bringing under control recently 
‘of a large number of luxury trades was an~ 
other factor ealeulated to affect the labour 
market, This particular item of news was far 
{oo juicy to be left alone by the German pro- 
paganda machine, which after correctly report- 
Ing the figures goes on to say: "The rising un- 
employment figures show that the lek of raw 
material resulting from England's isolation 
from the Continent and the large losses suffered 
by Britain's merehant shipping, is making it- 
self more and more seriously felt on (ste). the 
British Isles where numerous industrial plants 
Ihave been compelled to close down, 
Jowing to the shortage of raw materi 
fabove iy but another example of the absurd 
Tengths to which Goebbels and his satellites 
will go to distort very plain facts. The general 
reorientation of Britain's production efforts, and 
the diversion of much labour from domestic to. 
export trade must inevitably create some. in- 
creased temporary unemployment. But. the 
policy is not one of suddon, recent adoption, 
It was announced months ago'and is now being. 
Put into action, The German suggestion that 
all this is due to the success of the German 
“blockade” of the British Isles is just another 
ne of those ridiculous fables with which, in 
the absence of any particular success to report, 
the German propaganda merchants sock to 
rogale their dupes. The Germans have to go a 
very long way before they will be able to cut 
Britain off from the rest of the world, and on 
present showing, the war will have ended vie- 
foriously for democracy long before they will 
be in any position to perfect such a “blockade” 
as the Germans would like people to believe 
they have already succeeded in imposing. 


























Blowing the Gaff 


‘Mr. Warren Irving, one of the four American 
radio commentators operating in Germany, has 
blown the atsiduously propagated German fable 
of the entire freedom of neutral correspondents 
‘and others sky high. Tn an address given over 
the BBC. he shows that, while the cor- 
respondents are ‘not subjected to censorship, 
they are subject to various forms of pressure, 
‘and retaliation which definitely had an effect

out to their papers. Thus, if a correspondent 
Aispleased the German authorities with the 
hows he was sending out, they would give the 
other correspondents whatever journalistic 
plums were going, and he would only lave to 
be “scooped a few times before his head office 
would reeall him. Then again the possibility 
of his not being able to obtain a visa to return 
to the country should he wish to take a holi- 
day was caleulated to have a certain effect 
upon his journalistic conduct. In the case of 
the commentators Mr. Irving clearly shows that 
their alleged independence is a complete myth, 
and that in faet they are subject to a triple 
censorship by the Army, the Propaganda 
Ministry and the Foreign Ofice, and that on 
foceasions when the drafts of their broadcasts 
have been too heavily mutilated they have re-

In view of the fact that the world may soon 
be fed with tales of horror from the Nazi-

already exist, without any assistance from 
blockades, Horror Is as much a part of the 
Nazi offensive operations as it appears to be 
part of their defensive, when they are the 
sufferers and thelr enemies are alleged to be 
responsible, ‘There are new stories from Poland 
which support this. Poles in the Nazl occupied 
territory have been looted of every conceivable 
piece of valuable property. Buildings which 
were not damaged or destroyed duting the 
fighting were requisitioned without compensa 
tion, Buildings which were destroyed could not 
be rebuilt, as the Nazis forbade it. As over- 
crowding reached intolerable Timits in the Polish 
areas, as disease spread, and as famine condi~ 
tions approached, the Nazis circulated rumours 
that bread and shelter were to be had at some 
place perhaps a hundred miles away. The un- 
fortunate Poles set out to find this haven, which, 
of course, did not exist, since the Nazis had 
ong before robbed this place of everything. 
Including the bare necessarios of life. ‘The Nazi 
rule created thousands of nomads ‘throughout 
Poland, families which drifted from one point 
to another with the hope that somewhere a 
Tiving. might’ be found. But the Nazis made 
Jsure that. there was nothing. Many Polish 
families who took with them’ various ‘metal 
objects they valued, were forced to sell them 
fon the march, “The ‘Nazis took the objects and, 
Ie they were of any value as material for muni 
tions, drove off the Poles at the point of the 
bayonet. ‘The articles were simply approprl= 
ated. German soldiers who were not imbucd 
with the terrible Nazi idea, sometimes attempt 
fed {0 alleviate tho Jot of the sufferers, but they 
‘were not encouraged by thelr superiors~on the 
contrary. they were often punished, If this is 
being done in Poland, what can be ‘expected in 
the other occupied countries? As the pressure 
fon the Nazis becomes intensified, and shortages 
increasingly cramp the efficiency of their war 
machine, what can be oxpected in France, 
Holland. and Belgium? With the record of 
what has happened in Poland in the forefront, 
ean anything but sympathy be expected trom 
the Western Hemisphere?

Chungking Heavily Bombed 
One of Worst Raids Sees All Areas Suffer from 
Japanese Bombs ; Big Fires Started 


Chungking Aug. 9. 


'HUNGKING, China's much- bombed wartime capital, today ex- 
perienced one of its worst aerial bombardments, when several 
flights of Japanese aireraft rained bombs simultaneously on the 
lower city of Chungking (on the north bank of the Yangtze river), 
the western suburbs, the north bank of the Chialing River, and 
the south bank of the Yangtze. Although the toll in casualties and 
damage is as yet unknown, several big fires were started. 


‘This ‘is said to have been the first 
time that the south banke was sub- 
Jeeted to deliberate bombing by the 
Sapanese, since the aren has hitherto 
always been recognized as a. safely 
Zone, where the British, United 
States, French, Malian, Belgian and 
Netherlands Embassies and Legations 
aswell a8 many foreign firms arc 
Tocated, and off which British and 
‘American gunboats and steamers lic, 

Chinese reports state that Japanese 
aireraft laid a Tine of bombs along the 
South bank from Haitonghs ferry to 
Lungmenhao. (further downriver), 
where the Embassies and gunboats 
fre, Previously, it is said, only stray 
Bombs had fallen in this area. 

‘The alarm was sounded here 
shortly before noon, when a fight of 
46 Japanese bombers was sighted 
heading for Chungking. The raiders, 
however, Kept circling above Chi- 
chiang, a highway town south of 
Chungking, awaiting the arrival of 
cotver igh, 

It is believed that at Teast two 
Aights participated in the bombing of 
Chungking, while earlier two other 
fights bombed a point some distance 
from the eapital, when the sound of 
Domb explosions was only faintly 
audible here.

Shanghai, Aug. 9 


Kinochow is still open to Shanghai 
residents wishing to make an outing 
to this formerly popular resort. Since 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities, how- 
fever, the area has become devoid of 
organized arrangements for visitors, 
‘apart from a restaurant near the 
Janding stage, Chinese soldiers— 
members of Wang Ching-we''s "Peace 
‘Army"—patrol. the country around 
Kiaochow. but- are quite friendly 
towards foreigners. Theoretically it 
ig necessary for foreigners to produce 
passport, or equivalent, certifeate 
in order to pass the officials at the 
Kinochow “landing stage, but in 
practice almost any important look- 
Ing document will serve. 

"Phe best method of reaching Kino~ 
chow Is by. the Japanese-operated 
ferries which Teave every hour from 
Jetty 14 on the Bund. These ferries 
‘were originally owned by the Chinese 
Rovernment, but were confiscated 
‘Outing the’ hostilities here, Fares 
vary from day to day, being on a 
yen basis, the single trip to Kiao- 
chow being usually in the neighbour- 
hood of $1.80, The actual yen fare is 
‘Y135. ‘The terminus of the ferry 
service is Kiaochow, there being 
two previous stops. 


Deserted Hotel 
A number of excursions are possible 
from Kiaochow. The best is to travel 
to the beach, which is rather a long 
walk from the Ianding stage, taking 
about three hours. Buses run tor half 
the distance, however, although. this 
service is somewhat irregular, Rick- 
Shaw coolies charge exorbitant fares, 
‘and itis necessity to bargain for 
almost as Jong as it would take to 
walk the distanee. Anyone unwise 
fenotigh to take a rickshaw without 
bargaining would find it most unplea~ 
sant, as the coolies are quite likely 
to call the military into the affair, 
‘AL the ‘beach the hotel is stilt 
standing, though it is deserted, and 
no refreshments are. obtainable. A 
Hatt built pavilion is close alongside 
the river, ‘apparently intended for 
swimmers and other visitors, — Dut 
this also. has been deserted ' since 
1937, A garden was Jald out as part 
fof the same development scheme, 
pleasant lanes and summerhouses 
Being scattered around the district 
"An alternative trip is to.

women and children, many more of whom will continue to arrive] 
here in the next few days as Japanese soldiers on the island have! 
started a wholesale destruction of houses by fire and massacre of 





civilians as a retaliation against 


guerilla attacks. 


Carrying small bundles, the women and children, many of} 
whom evidently were suffering from lack of sleep and food, left 
the ss, Chekiang Maru in a long queue while their Shanghai 


relatives and friends were anxiously looking for them. 


In some 


places, where the crowd was more than 20 persons deep the police 


were forced to employ batons. 


Looking still panie-strieken they 
told their relatives of horrible scenes 

= in thelr homes, There were many. 
other Shanghai Tstingming residents 
Who waited in vain for thelr Tsung. 
ming relatives and friends to show 
up and they tried to get hold of any 
Fetugee they could to obtain in- 
formation. or 

Interviewed, the refugees testified 
to the truth of yesterday's report in 
the "North-China Daily News” about 
what has been happening to Tsung- 
ning people during the. past few 
days, ‘Most of them, however, dis- 
agreed with the number of civilians 
killed, Contrary to the previous re- 
port that the number reached four 
Agures they sald that they had actu- 
ally. witnessed the massacre of more 
than 100 male elvibians in the Cheng. 
Hwang, Miao (temple) on the island, 
‘They Alleged that the Japanese sum- 
moned them for a meeting at which 
ft speech was to be delivered by the 
commander but as soon as they went 
there machine guns began to rattle, 
‘Those "who were not killed were 
ater bayonetted to death, it was 
alleged.

Some of the guerillas, disguised as 
workers, secured work in a Japanese 
firm and later became saboteurs, 
killing all the three Japanese officials 
‘of the firm and Joining their comrades 
im the ensuing fleree battle in which 
he Japanese were defeated, losing 
more than ten of their number. Be- 
fore Shanghai reinforcements number- 
Ing about 60 arrived guerillas dug 
several big holes in roads over which 
the Japanese would pass, and covered 
them up with a thin layer of straw. 
AIL the Japanese soldiers, who were 
in trucks, were thus trapped falling 
into the craters. ‘They were killed by 
duerillas Tike “turtles ina jar,” it is 
stated. 

‘After the guerillas had triumphant- 
ly left, more than 300 Japanese sol- 
digrs alleged to have been defeated 
by the Chinese in the battle of Ching 
hal, arrived in Tsungmings More 
than 100 members of a Self Defence 
Corps, a “puppet” organization on the 
Island, were ordered by the newly 
arrived Japanese to part with their 
guns. They later faced a firing squad 
and were totally wiped out. Con- 
flagrations and massacre were then 
started. The angry Japanese would 
not even listen to some Japanese mer~ 
chants there, who tried to persuade 
them to deal with the civilians 
leniently, it is alleged. 














Coastal Shipping 
Situation Eases

‘They imply that the organiza 
tion ‘instigates ‘espionage, which is 
completely refuted by the above 
pledae. : 

Allegation on Funds 

Other charges made by the Chinese 
vaper are that half the funds collected 
by the Army has to be sent to London, 
and that 83 per cent. of the chief 
oilicers are British.

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No Settlement in 
Gas Strike Seen 


Shanghai, Aug. 11. 
Although a high oficial of the 
[Shanghai Gas Company expressed 
hope on Aug. 9 that a settlement in 
the Gas strike would be reached in 
the near future, Mr. Yu Ya Ching, 
veteran Chinese’ philanthropist here, 
who was called upon to bring about 
‘an understanding between the 

ministration and. the strikers, stated 
yesterday that he was afraid. he 
Would fail in his mission.” 

‘The determination of the strikers 
not to accede to the comp: 
counter-demands makes medi 
very difMeult, while the administra 
tion, with gas supply maintained at 
normal, refuses to recognize the de- 
mands of the striking Chinese, 

Te may be recalled that the strike 
started over three weeks ao when 
the workmen of the distribution 
department of the company attempted 
to foree the administration to accede 
to thelr demands by declaring. a Ko. 
slow strike. When the manaxement 
refused to deal with the strikers on 
the spot, declaring that the strike 
should Be negotiated in the proper 
‘manner, the 180 workmen of the 
distribution department walked out. 

Their demands, at the time, were 
based on the following points: inerease 
in temporary and riee allowances, in- 
crease In pay and several other points.

Diseases of the 
Intestines ‘secounted for most of the 
deaths, dysentery Increasing» four 
times, during the month... ‘Typhoid 
was also prevalent, chiely among 
Chinese, although the mortality this 
year has decreased compared to the 
Same period in 1930, 

‘Reported cases of cholera number- 
od 14, this disease re-appearing after 
2 complete absence in June. Tis 
Prevalence was believed to be due 
to the sale of water-melons in the 
city towards the end of the month. 
Cholera in July Is early for Shang- 
Trot, and the peak ‘of an epidemic, 
should ‘one appear, ‘will beat the 
beginning of September.

At the present time, the Institute| 
revealed, ‘American Oil companies| 
now control 40 per cent, of the oil 
Interests of the islands through the| 
Standard Oil Companies of New Jer-| 
sey and California, and occupy fourth 
place among holders of rubber in- 
vestments in the Indies through the 
U.S. Goodyear Co. Firestone Tyre and 
Rubber Co, and ‘the Goodyear Tyre| 
‘and Rubber Co. 

"The entrance of the American rub- 
ber interests in the islands was for 
the purpose of freeing themselves 
from dependence on forelgn sources, 
according to spokesmen, 

“These are some of the reasons, the 
Institute states, that probably dictated 
the strong attitude taken by  Secre- 
tary of State Hull in his warning of 
‘April 17th that the United States could 
not remain indifferent to any change 
In tho status of the islands, because | 
the United Slates, lke many other| 
‘countries are dependent on them for 
vital raw materials stich as rubber, 
tin, quinine and copra, 

Holland, og a matter 8 fact, had 
almost a world monopoly on quinine 
fas a result of the production in the 
Netherlands Indies. 


Brilish Capital Favoured 


‘The survéy" stated that the Ameri 
ean investments In the Netherlands 
Indies are not so important as are the 
sourees of raw materials. This Is 
parlly due to the fact that for years. 
the Dutch “favoured British rather 
than American capital. 

‘However, in 1929 American invest 
mente there reached a peak of $201, 
300,000. 

‘The fendeney for American interests 
to expand was very marked in the

Adventurous Career of Sir Abe Bailey Recalled ; 
Fortune Made and Lost Before Majority Reached 


NE of the most colourful figures in the history of South Africa 
ended his adventurous career here yesterday when Sir Abe 
Bailey, millionaire sportsman and philanthrophist, died at the age 


of 75. 


Sir Abe Bailey, Bart., K.C.M.G., even at the time of his death, 
remained one of the most powerful of the Rand mining magnates, 
and as such, his benefactions were as legend as his wealth, which 
in 1936, before the appreciation in the value of gold, was estimated 
at about £10,000,000. As a political authority his word carried 
sway in every party in South African polities, in which he was 
regarded with. both respect and awe. 


Of Yorkshire stock, Bailey was 
born in South-Africa on November 7; 
1804, but was educated in England at 
Clewer House School, near Windsor, 
Ris father, the Hon. ‘T, Bailey, sat in 
the old Cape House of Assembly for 
35 years, 

In 1881, at the age of 16, he re- 
turned to South Africa, where he 
joined his father’s business, In 1886, 
he joined In the gold rush to Bar- 
Lerton in the ‘Transvaal, and before 
he was 21, had made the first of his 
several fortunes—and lost st, 

Next year he joined in the first rush 
to the Johannesburg gold fields, where 
he formed a life-long friendship with 
the late Cecil Rhodes and lala. the 
foundations of his enormous wealth. 

He was for some years Chairman 
of the Johannesburg Stock Exchange, 
head of one of the biggest mining and 
Jand-owning groups operating on the 
Rand, and Director of 27 other con 
corns.

‘During his career he won 
the Cambridgeshire three times, and 
most of the important fixtures in 
Britain, including the Oaks in 1996. 
He never succeeded, however, in 
winning the Derby, and in 1939 he 
said he had had his last try. 

We was a Steward of the South 
Afriean Jockey Club for many years, 
‘and in 1920 he was elected a member 
of the Jockey Club of England. 

Sir Abe Bailey was also a very 
keen cricketer, and in his earlier days 
he captained ‘the Transvaal in the 
Currie Cup tournament, while he also 
personally financed two tours of 
South African teams to Britain and 
one to Australia,

FAMILY ALLOWANCES 
By Eva M, Husoack 


It has recently been pointed out that the 
ease for Family Allowances, strong as it was 
before the war, has been still further streng- 
thened by war conditions. It is worth while, 
therefore, to note in what directions these 
conditions have had an effect, and, next, to 

+ Inquire into a practicable scheme in the pre- 
sent circumstances. 

Briefly, then, wartime arguments in favour 
of Family Allowances are as follows : Firstly, 
the possession of several small children is, 
as Sir William Beveridge has stated, the 
largest single cause of poverty. This’ was 
true enough before ‘the war, when, as Sit 
John Orr and the authors of many social 
surveys united in showing, about 25 per cent, 
of the children in the country lived in fami- 
ties where the income was too low to provide 
the minimum nutrition considered necessary 
for health, Since the war the price of living 
in working-class households has risen by 
something over 20 per cent. and shows no 
signs of becoming stabilized. Many families, 
of course, are in receipt of higher wages ot 
have more wage-earners than before; but 
many other fathers of large families work 
Jn casual or unskilled industries so. badly 
organized that thelr wages have not advanced, 
at any rate in proportion. 

Secondly, the confusion and feeling of in- 
justice which have arisen owing to the large 
number of children now belng supported by 
the jumble of Government allowanees. which 
ave “apparently based on no principle and 
vary from the three shillings paid to the 
third child of the man on Unemployment 
Benefit, the five shillings for the eldest child 
of the ‘man completely disabled asa result 
of airraid injury, the  six-and-ninepence 
allowed as rebate for the children of the in- 
come-tax payer, to the twelve-and-sixpence 
for the 14-year-old evacuee. These disere- 
ancies show clearly the need for the Gov- 
ernment’s laying down for its own purposes 
fa ‘scientifically determined seale for the 
ininimum cost of child maintenance. 

‘Thirdly, the effect that wartime conditions 
will-probably have on our population trends, 
Even before the war, our net reproduction 
rate was only 75 per cent,, and it has been 
estimated that during the last war, owing to 
separation, death, cconomic stress and an- 
xiety for ‘the future, halt a million fewer 
births took place than would otherwise have 
been the case. There Is no reason to be- 
Mieve that in proportion to its length and ex- 
tent this war will have any different effect 
and the birth-rate figures are likely to drop 
sharply. Family Allowances, of course, can~ 
not have the effect of increasing births where 
the lack of them is caused by death, separa~ 
tion or the absence of desire for a child; 
but they certainly can help where parents 
fail to have a child on account of economi 
anxiety. 

A fourth problem which has become acute. 
fs the relation between men's and women's 
‘wages in industries, or professions where 
‘men and women work side by side or where 
women take the place of men. It took war 
conditions to bring about the establishment 
of equal wages in the munitions industry. 
‘They are still absent elsewhere. Men's wages 
‘are usually higher, even where the work is 
Identical with that of women, on account of 
the beliet—largely justified in fact—that it 
is on men workers that the burden of rearing 
the next generation mainly rests. At the 
same time the inequality of pay is ‘unjust to 
women and turns them into unwilling black- 
lous. To impose a wage for all workers 
sufficient to cover the needs of a large family 
is arithmetically impossible and certainly 
wasteful. Unless, therefore, the maintenance 
of children is to some extent independent of 
swage-rates, the present dilemma will continue. 

Family Allowances represent the only way 
of helping to resolve the diffcutties outlined 
in the last three points. With regard to 
poverty, other solutions are being tried— 
price-control, cheapened ot free supplies in 
kkind and higher wages. Price-control, as far 
as it is effective, must benefit most those who 
consume most—usually the well-to-do. The 
‘Subsidies to meat, milk, bread and flour alone 
cost the State about 1,000,000 a week, but 
‘meat and mille figure little, ‘even at pre-war 
prices, in the budgets of the very poor, and 
therefore these subsidies mainly help those 

who are better off. The supply of free or 

“*cheapened necessaries, such as school dinners, 
‘mille and communal Kitchens, can cover only 
a limited number of the child’s needs and 
must work slowly and irregularly. ‘They are 
Viable to be avoided by the prouder and ex- 
Ploited by the less scrupulous beneflciaries. 
Higher money wages not only lead straight 
to the “vicious spiral,” but are likely to be 
achieved principally by the better-organized 
trades. ‘They also do not meet the needs of 
the self-employed, and, further, as they bene 
fit equally those ‘with and without depend- 
ants, they may stimulate consumption of 
luxuries as well as necessaries, 

We are left, then, with Family Allowances 
as the most satisfactory solution to this prob- 
Jem also, What is likely to be the most 




















satisfactory scheme? There are three pos- 
sible alternatives: a State scheme paid for 
by taxation, a social insurance scheme, and 
the adoption of the device of industrial pools. 

‘Of these, the State scheme is undoubtedly 
the best. It could include all categories of 
children ; and is simple and inexpensive to 
administer. ‘The cost depends, of course, on 
whether the scheme starts with the first, 
second or third child, and on the amount of 
the allowance. It would be little use, prob- 
ably, to give less than the minimum cost of 
a child's maintenance: $s. may not cover 











the average minimum cost today but it comes| me 


somewhere very near it. To give allowances 
at this rate to all children would, after de- 
ducting the cost of the various existing al 
lowances and cancelling income-tax rebates, 
amount to some £100,000,000 a year. The 
exelusion of first children would reduce the 
cost to £52,000,000, and by starting at the 
third child, to £27,000,000, 

‘The social insurance scheme would neces- 
sarily exclude the independent worker ; 
would add an unwelcome burden of some 
where about Gd. a week to the contributions 
already paid by men workers (with half rates 
for women and juveniles) ; and commends 
itself! much lese than the ‘non-contributory 
scheme to the Trade Union movement. Any 
industrial scheme, whether initiated by one 
firm or by a whole industry, would be still 
more strongly opposed by Labour, on the 
grounds of its giving far too much power to 
the employers and having probably an un- 
desirable effect on wages. What chances are 
there of a State scheme being introduced ? 

Pretty well every economist, from Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge to Mr. Keynes, has pronoun- 
ced in its favour. ‘The Women's Movement, 
as a whole, supports it. Many of those con- 
cerned with problems of nutrition regard it 
as the only way in which our children ean be 
‘ossured not only of a ration-card, but of the 
income with which the food can’ é~bought. 
Those, whether Government employees or 
private individuals, who preach the dangers 
inherent in the “vicious spiral” will find here 
‘a means ready to hand for safeguarding the 
child life of the country while minimizing 
inflation. 





It Is sald in many quarters that the Trade 
Union movement is opposed. The fact is that 
no official pronouncement has been made | 
since 1930 when a Report of the Joint Com~ 
mittee of the T.U.C. and the Labour Party 
Executive was adopted, which recommended 
Family Allowances for children under two and 
for those remaining at school over fourteen, 
but expressed the view that the development 
of the socldl services should have priority as 
regards the needs of the children between theso| 
ages. At present the whole issue is regarded 
as controversial, the struggle ranging round 
the question as to whether or not the introdue~ 
tion of Family Allowances would have o 
deleterious effect on wages. Those in favour 
of Family Allowances argue that wages are 
determined by the productivity of the in- 
dustry and the organizing strongth of the 
workers, and bear little relation to family: 
responsibilities. They feel that it strengthens 
the workers in an industrial fight when they 
know that their children are above the strug- 
le, Others, on the contrary, believe that the 
wages-battle must still be fought “behind the 
petticoats of the wives and children. 


But in wartime when all are agreed that 
the resources of the nation must be spent to) 
the best possible advantage, it is likely that 
the opposition of many of those previously 
antagonistic will, on reflection, melt away. 
Let the Government, therefore, be bold and 
introduce Family Allowances’ to solve the 
many acute problems which, without their 
assistance, will remain to threaten the wel- 
fare of our children,

takes place about ten days later: ‘the winged | 
Cicada sings through all’ the hot and sunny’ 
weeks and dies in the autumn: each individual 
only has a very short life in the sun, and the| 
visible life-cycle of the species is mainly finish. 
ed between the summer and autumn equinoxes: 
the dried shells of the nymphs are gathered 
from the trees and used by Chinese doctors for| 
‘medicines (particularly for a lotion to cure 
Hongkong foot): by late autumn the winged 
insect’s larvae are burrowing down into the| 
earth for a two or three years’ sleep—and for

year T try to grow mushrooms from spawn, and 
‘every year they just turn round and laugh at} 

‘this year a little of the spawn blew out 
‘of the bowl in which T carried it across the 
Tawn; so a beautiful mushroom grew up in the| 
middie of the grass where no mushroom 
ever grew befor while the only thing 
which ‘came out of the carefully prepared. 
‘mushroom-bed was a handful of toadstools: 
its most provoking. I must also note that. 
whereas I seldom find mushrooms growing here 
in the lowlands where cattle are grazed, T often 
find them up in the barren hillsidey where they 
seem to grow just for spite: so I looked up 
some facts about mushrooms, and this is what 
T found. The mushroom is a sephrophytic 
fungus, which means that it is a plant which 
feeds upon decaying matter: it is frst cousin 
fo the green streaks in a Gorgonzola cheese 
gnd to all other formy of mould: the true plant. 
Brows beneath the surface like a mass of tiny 
veins and only the reproductive organs appear 
‘above the earth: the spores (which take’ the | 
place of seeds) are produced on the gills 
beneath the well-known “umbrella” which we 
feat (Nature's anticipation of our familiar 
“brolly"): the spores are so tiny that a large 
mushroom can produce ten thousand million of 
them, and these aro carried through the air 
to immense heights by the wind....henee the 
mushrooms in the hills: and hence this story 
fonee told me by the Bishop of Fulham. In Spain 
he was treated by a Spaniard toa. 
delicious breakfast of mushrooms on toast 
and fresh milk: so next day he went back to 
the same restaurant to order the same meal: 
being unable to speak Spanish he drew a pie- 
ture of two mushrooms and a cow (to repre- 
sent the milk): after a long pause, and much 
‘Waving of arms in the effort. to interpret his 
wishes, the ‘waiter brought him two umbrellas 
fand a’ ticket for the Bull-fight. So that will 
be all about mushrooms which have brought | 
me ‘enough trouble already—es.W.

¥y fields during the week-end, the 
plants were looking very healthy and strong 
despite the fact that our rainfall’ this year Is 
eight inches below the average. We tried to 
trace the early history of cotton (Gossypium: 
herbacewm) and found that Herodutus referred 
to the plant as growing in India: he wrote that 
the natives there made clothes of wool obtained 
from a plant, At a much later period, Pliny 
referred to plant growing in Egypt." Some: 
writers tell us that the cotton plant is native 
fo Persia while others say that its native 
hhabitat is the West India Islands. The cultiva- 
tion of cotton is pursued extensively in many 
warm countries these days, the sced generally 
being picked by hand. Giyeine hispida, the soy 
bean, was also seon bearing flowers in abund- 
‘nee, some were light blue, others white: th 
is also a very important plant, perhaps it is 
not so important as cotton to some of us, but 
it is very important to many people 

‘at one time grown in some countries only 
‘2 soll renovator or as forage for caltle, As a 
‘Soil improver the plant is well known, it 
gathers nitrogen in the nodules on its root sys~ 
fem, These nodules are actually rootlets which 
have developed abnormally owing to the pre- 
sence of nitrogen-fixing bacteria in the cells. 
Today, the good value of the soy bean is ap- 
preciated more and many products are made 
from the seed. In China the bean is eaten as a 
vegetable or ground into flour. The familiar 
bean curd is made from it and oll is also ex- 
tracted. Soy sauce is too well known to re- 
quire comment as also is bean cake, Garden 
‘owners have recently watehed with dismay the 
continual rise in price of bean cake, and strange 
fs it may appear, our gardens appear to require 
more of this fertilizer now the purchase price 
is high—Wwa.x. 


‘Aug. "Tommy" thought that he had found) 
a new fruit yesterday: we noticed a large tree 
Iiterally covered with orange-red fruits which 
looked ripe and quile appetising from a dis- 
fanee; he was most disappointed when told 
that the tree was Broussonetia papyfera or the 
paper mulberry and that the fruits were not| 
edible. "We have often said that we are not) 
particularly fond of the paper mulberry as a 
garden tree, We cannot say s0 today when the 
ree is in fruit for it is now attractive and, 
after all, there are many trees which are only 
attractive for a short time each year and many 
do not possess the medicinal properties of the 
paper mulberry. We pollarded one of these 
frees in the Spring and thinned out stems later; 
today it is a fine shade tree. We notice that 
the early Lycoris squamigera is blooming in 
gardens. This is one of our garden surprises, 
for suddenly from a bare patch in a shrubbery 
‘we observe flower stems growing through the] 
soll and in a short space of dime, they are over 
2 foot high and blooming. No leaves are visible. 
‘The plant Is often called an amaryllis and as 
‘a-matter of fact it is very closely related to 
that genus. Leaves are produced. carly, and| 
‘after ‘they mature they die: the bulbs’ then 
‘enjoy a period of rest until August when they 
return to life and send forth their delicate rosy- 
lilac flowers. We have noticed that the plants| 
generally wait until after a heavy rain before 
Howering: but this year, we have seen many 
which have not waited ‘for the rain.
